MOSCOW. — The “Right-to-Life"’ 
controversy of the Western worid 
finds no echo in the Soviet Union, 
where thousands of women line up 
each day for legal hospital abortions, 
thelr primary form of birth control. 

Women here use few contracep- 
tives, and when they become preg- 
pant, statistics show, more than half 
of them go to 2 hospital or a private 
doctor for an abortion. Some go 
many times and the result is the 
highest abortion rate in the world, 10 
times higher than in the U.S. and five 
times higher than the second leading 
nation, Japan. 

In the Soviet Union, where abor- 
tion is available on demand to any 
woman over 18, it is estimated that 
10 million abortions are performed 
each year, a rate of 180 per 1000 
women aged 15 to 44. In 1974, accor- 
ding to official statistics, there were 
4.5m, births in the Soviet Union — or 
ted than half the number of ebor- 

ons. 

Stalin forbade abortion in 1938, but 
Khrushchev legalized it in 1955, part- 
ly because illegal abortions were 
thriving. 


A woman seeking a legal ahortion 
here first visits her local doctor for a 
checkup and often a talking-to 
about the merits of having babies. 
She. then goea to a hospital for 
laboratory tests, then sees her super- 
visor at work for an ‘abortion 
leave"’ paper. 

With these documents she receives 
a three-days unpaid leave from 
work, and if she earns 1685 than 60 
rubles (about 80 dollars) her hospital 
abortion is free. If she earns more 
than that, she pays the nominal fee 
of five rubles (about seven dollars). 
. Depending on the size of the 
hospital, from two to five women are 
taken into the operating room and lie 
in ἃ row on gynaecological tables. 
Anaesthesia is rarely available. The 
general method is by curetage but 
the suction method {s sometimes us- 
ed. 


To avoid-the impersonality, of- 
ficial procedures and brusque treat- 
ment of the hospitals, many women 
turn to black market abortions, 
which cost from 30 to 50 rubles. 
These are performed by skilled doc- 
tors who use a loca) anaesthetic, bu 
they tend to be rushed and furtive. 
There is nothing illegal about the 
abortion itself, but private enter- 
prise is a serious crime in the Soviet 


Abortton Is almost the only form of 
birth control here. 

Contraceptive devices are in short 
supply, and both doctors and women 
tend to be suspicious of them.

ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, the fire- 
breathing former revolutionary and 
leader of the Black Panthers, is at 
work in California on a book about 
his conversion to Christianity.

confessor Billy Graham’s new book 
Angels has passed the one milion 
mark. 

The United States is enjoying one 
of its cycles of “spiritual renewal’’; 
and if we may believe the Gallup 
organization, an astonishing 50 
million Americans have experienced 
“born again” conversions like those 
of Cleaver and Carter and Colson. 
What's more, says Gallup, four out 
of 10 Americans believe the Bible 
should be taken literally ‘‘word for 
word," and no less than half the pop- 


ulation has undertaken some “per-_ 


sonal witnessing” i.e., they've tried 
to bring others to the belief in Jesus 
as ‘personal savicur."” 

What exactly is a “born-again 
Christian’? This would seem to be a 
question largely for Western 
Europeans wallowing in the slough 
of Ic socialism, but Dr. 
Gallup obligingly defines it as 
“one who has a dramatic conver- 
sion, accepts Jesus as his/her per- 
sonal saviour, believes the Bible iz 
the authority for all religious doc- 
trine, and feels an urgent duty to 
spread the faith.”

(This worid- 
wide survey conducted by Gallup for 
the Charles E. Kittering Foundation 
involved more than 10,000 inter- 
views.) 

Finally, 69 per cent of Americans 
believe in a life after death, whereas 
the best Gallup could find in this 
respect among Europeans was Italy 
(a poor 48 per cent). The lowest: 
West Germany with 33 per cent. 

A curious feature of the current 
U.S. revival is that while personal 
professions of faith have increased, 
churchgoing and membership of the 
Major denominations have fallen. 


“Evangelicalism is now the hot. 


movement in the Church,"’ says Dr. 
Gallup. "1818 can be considered the 
year of the evangelical." 


AROUND two-thirds of all U.S. 
Protestants think of themselves as 
“evangelicals — and if the most 
famous of them 18 Governer Carter, 
surely the most unexpected is 
Eldridge Cleaver. Νοῦν 41, the repen- 
tant revolutionary is considering the 
possibility of becoming a minister. 
Recently, he spent several hours 
with evangelist Billy Graham, and 
the two “shared prayer together." 
’ Cleaver's advocacy of love, law- 
and-order, and the American Way 
has its origin In a mystical ex- 
perience which occured during his 
exile. For seven years a fugitive 
from justice, he travelled through a 
series of Communist countries — 
Cuba, Algeria, North Korea, North 
Vietnam, the USSR — becoming in- 
creasingly disillusioned as he went. 
‘Tossed out of Algeria by the leftist 
regime there, he stayed for a time in 
a small town in the south of France. 
His spirits were at their nadir: the 
burnt-out revolutionary saw 
nowhere else to go, no reason for 
continuing to exist. He contemplated 
suicide. But as he sat on his 
Mediterranean balcony staring at 
the moon lie’saw first his own face in 
outline, then those of the Marxist 
pantheon — Engels, Mao, Castro, the 


».himeelf, incidentally, has 


great Karl himself — and finally the 
face of Jesus. 

He began to shake and to weep. 
Eventually he fell on his kness and 
began to recite Psalm 23 and prayers 
that came back to him from his early 
religious upb» . Next day, he 
decided to return to the United 
States and face trial. (He is charged 
with attempted murder and assault 
on ἃ police officer in a 19868 shootout 
with offi during which a Black 
Panther was killed.) 

Books and television shows detail- 
ing the activities of miracle-workers 
are immensely popular in today's 
America, as the Association of 
American Publishers noted recently: 
sales jumped by 24 per cent last year 
— three times as much as the rest of 
ats billion book trade. The move is

“generalised ingpiration,’” said an 

Association spokesman. The books 
range from persona) conversion 
stories, such a3 folk-singer Johnny 
Cash's Man im Black, to curiosities 
like Devotions for Dieters and the ul- 
timate give-it-up manual, Sexual 
Celibacy. 
. ‘Why has the religious revival oc- 
curred at this time? Several ex- 
planations are being put forward. 
The most obvious is that the pen- 
dulum insists on swinging back: 
there has been a long spell of sexual 
and moral permissiveness in the 
U.S., and it has obviously brought 
the nation little closer to content with 
itself. The crime statistics continue 
to rise, many of the country's 
secular leaders have been revealed 
as cheats and frauds, The radicalism 
and the God-is-Dead movement of 
the 1960s led nowhere. 

It is also worth noting that in the 
U.S. religious activity is of a in 
dividual and varied character, a3 op- 
posed to the somewhat restrictive 
European system of State-supported 
churches. The U.S. church which has 
lost most members and lost them at 
a faster pace than any other in re- 
cent years is the Episcopal — the 
closest thing in America to the 
Church of England. Ge Gallup 
beat of 
both religious worlds: he says he's 
“a born-again Episcopalian.”

Embroidered and decorative 
ribbon trim are prime belt 
material. Try sewing 2 or 3 bands 
of ribbon together to the size of 
your waist. Back this with another 
fabric. Then punch several holes 
in each end plece. Bind off the 
holes with a buttonhole or binding 
stitch and lace up your belt with

NETANYA'S highly successful 
municipal orchestra probably has 
the only rehearsals in the world 
where a simple command turns 
into six-language confusion. 
Formed three years ago, the 
orchestra faced troubles that 
were overcome only by the per- 
sistence and eagerness of the con- 
auctor and musicians, and today 
it performs highly-polished ver- 
sions of classical and Hght 
classical music. 

The idca of creating a musical 
body in Netanya was the direct 


’ result of the great waves of Soviet 


immigration experienced by that 
city. Many of the new arrivais had 
strong musical backgrounds, and 
a framework was sought to utilize 
their talents and at the same time 
create a new attraction for the cl- 
“y. The result was the decision of 
the Netanya Municipality to es- 
tablish an orchestra that could, 
_and would, strengthen the cultural 
life of the city while at the same 
time absorbing these very 
specialized new immigrants. 

The municipality approached 
Samuel Lewis, a new immigrant 
himself, who was then the conduc- 
tor of the Haifa Orchestra. Lewis, 
40, is a graduate of London's 
Royal College of Music and an ex- 
conductor of the BBC Concert 
Orchestra. He accepted the offer’ 
and has served as the principal 
conductor and music director of 
the Netanya group since its foun- 
dation. 

The orchestra itself numbered 
18 musicians — all new im- 
migrants — and on October 1, 
1978, they met for their first 
rehearsal. But the Yom Kippur 
War soon upset their hopes and 
expectations. Some were drafted,

others volunteered to man civil 
defence positions. Though the war 
set back their timetable, the 
musicians did not give up, The 
first concert was given on 
December 1, that year, when bad 
luck again struck with the an- 
nowncement of the death of David 
Ben-Gurion. And yet despite all, 
the orchestra opened its first 
series of concerts with great 
success. 


AN ORCHESTRA is very rarely a 
profitable operation,. and this 
holds true In Netanya as well. 
Furthermore, the group often 


“gives volunteer performances at 


development towns, with only 
symbolic admission fees, despite 
the huge costs involved. All the 
members are employed on a 
fulltime basis, and so, in order to 
defray expenses, the orchestra 
hires itself out as accompaniment 
to record productions or visiting 
performers such as Frank 
Sinatra. 

Arthur Fiedler, conductor of the 
Boston Pops Orchestra, has been 
the honorary president of the 
Netanya group since it was es- 
tablished, and continues to show 


for the backing. The belt should be

And last but not least, a use for 
all those little scrape of fabric you 
never found a use for. Cut them 
into squares of one uniform size, 
for instance, 5cm squares, and 
sew them together into a belt. Cut 
a piece of backing from a stiff 
fabric and, turning under the 
edges of both the patchwork and 
the backing, sew them together to 
form’ a belt. This can either be 
made long enough to be a tie belt 
or a buckle can be added. 

These are just a few starter 
ideas, but they can set off your 
own 


great Interest in its activities. 
Fiedler introduced a number of 
Hght versions of classical music to 
the Israeli public through the 
violins and flutes of the Netanya 
Orchestra. 

Another personage who has 
greatly assisted the group is 
Leonard Bernatein. He agreed to 
allow his series of concerts for 
youth, produced by the CBS 
network, to be translated into 
Hebrew and performed by Lewis" 
orchestra. The Bernstein series of 
youth concerts were first 
presented last season in Tel Aviv, 
but the Netanya orchestra per- 
formed them at the development 
towns of Kiryat Shmona and 
Mitzpe Ramon. Tho orchestra 
also entertained soldiers on 
numerous occasions, something 
which they will continue to do In 
the future. — 

They still face numerous 
difficulties. The lack of a com- 
mon tanguage among the 
membera often causes friction. 
And there is still no hall of auf- 
ficient alze In Netanya. And, of 
course, the musiclans face the 
normal problems and irritations 
of new immigrants, 

Deapite the problems, though, 
the orchestra is leaping ahead. 
Last year, the number of sub- 
ecribera grew by 400 per cent. Ex- 
pectations for this season are 
justifiably high, ᾿ 

At present, the orchestra con- 
sists of 80 members, all new im- 
migrants, and mostly from 
Russia. They will keep Netanya 
busy with three concert series this 
season, and the way things are 
working out, we should be hearing 
more about the Netanya 
Orchestra very soon.O
